In th e hig h , cold table-landa of South 
A m erica, w here n atu re h as taken grand 
shapes, on th e bare, bleak Punas, alm ost as 
desolate as S ahara or th e lofty plains of 
T artarv , th ere are anim als th e congeners 
o f those peculiar to th e last-nam ed regions. 
In stead of th e cam el in h is num erous r a ­ 
rities, th ere are th e llam a and his affilia­ 
tions, sim ilar bu t distinct, and fulfilling 
corresponding functions. 
A m ong the lofty 
A ndes, too, th ere is, on a scale of size rela­ 
tiv e to th a t w hich exists betw een the 
A udes and th e A lps, th e great bird th e 
condor, th e A m erican cou n terp art of th e 
Sw iss lam m ergever. T he fishes th ere have, 
also, a certain resem blance to those of cor­ 
responding altitu d es and conditions of th e 
O ld W orld, proving th a t h ig h t, as well as 
altitu d e, exercises a controlling and anala- 
gous influence on every departm ent and 
realm of anim al and vegetable nature. 
T h ere is very little to relieve th e drear 
m onotony of th e P unas of P eru and Bo­ 
livia. 
P atch es of tola, a fragrant shrub re­ 
sem bling som ew hat th e h eath er of th e 
Scottish highlands, form th e only approxi­ 
m ations to vegetation th a t m eet th e eye of 
th e traveler, except occasional clum ps of 
stiff ichu grass, and a k in d of swamp moss 
w here th e ground is wet. 
T hese furnish 
a ll th ere is of food for th e m ules or horses 
of th e trav eler in these inhospitable and 
u n in h ab ited reg io n s; and a few dry stalks 
o f th e tola, w hich burn out in an instant, 
constitute alm ost th e only fuel w hich he 
finds for his fire. 
T h e absence of vegetable 
im plies also 
th e absence of anim al life. 
A n occasional 
condor, circling, a m ere speck in th e clear 
rarefied atm osphere, or swooping down 
w ith his fierce, restless head, to reconnoi- 
te r th e little cavalcade of adventurers; 
-now and th en a biscacba, an anim al 
strangely com pounded of the rabbit, th e 
ra t and th e squirrel; a stray ch in ch illa— 
these are about th e only birds and anim als 
w hich th e trav eler in th e punas sees for 
days together, excepting alw ays th e great 
droves of llam as, loaded w ith 
ore of tin, 
copper 
and 
silver, on 
th e ir way to 
th e seaports, driven by saturnine In d i­ 
ans, and th e herds of vicunas and h u an ­ 
acos, cousins-germ an of th e ilam a, w hich 
stare at th e in tru d er from every side. 
In 
some valley, saturated w ith springs, sus­ 
tain in g a short, h ard v perennial grass, and 
sheltered from th e fierce blasts sweeping 
down th e slopes of th e snowy m ountains 
th a t rise all around, will, perhaps, be 
found a flock of alpacas, celebrated for 
th e ir wool, and belonging to th e same 
fam ily w ith th e llam a, the huanaco and 
th e vicuna; only th e alpaca looks a little 
m ore like a sheep and less like a deer, 
th an th e other anim als enum erated. 
T he alpaca is a source of real w ealth to 
P eru , and its export has been forbidden, 
notw ithstanding th at all attem pts to accli­ 
m atize it in o th er countries and clim es 
h av e proved signal failures. 
I t is alleged by some th a t there is such 
an anim al 
as th e w ild llam a, b ut th e 
nearest approxim ation, know n to travelers 
com petent to decide on th e question, is th e 
huanaco, w hich 
is th e largest of all th e 
llam a fam ily, th e llam a proper excepted, 
as well as the shyest, 
lie is, however, like 
th e vicuna, of a uniform reddish-brow n 
color on th e back, w hite on th e belly and 
th e inside of th e legs, w ith a blackish 
head, w hile th e llam a is not only some­ 
tim es of th is color, but w hite, black, m ot­ 
tled, “rin g streaked” and spotted. 
T he 
huanaco is found only in th e h ighest and 
least accessible regions, w here his flock, 
although roam ing freely over th e same 
f 
rounds w ith th e vicuna, nevertheless 
eep 3 q uite apart, m aintaining a distinct 
fam ilv exclusion. 
T h e huanacos are re­ 
p u ted as untam able, and th e only ones 
ever know n in captivity retained th eir 
w ild n atu re unchanged. 
T h e alpaca, lik e th e llam a, is only found 
in th e dom esticated state, and, like th e la t­ 
ter, is of various colors, w hite and black 
predom inating, and often m ixed, so th at 
fleeces from the sam e anim al require to be 
assorted before being 
baled for m arket. 
T h e legs of th e alpaca are covered down, 
or nearly down, to its feet by wool or 
fleece, w hile th e legs of all its relations, 
lik e those of th e deer, are clean, covered 
w ith short h a ir, giving them a lig h te r and 
fleeter appearance. 
T h e llam a is th e largest of all its class 
ef anim als in th e Andes, standing four and 
a h a lf feet, and some tim es more, from th e 
ground to tiie center of its back. 
I t i* a 
bright-eyed, furtive-looking creature, not 
to be forced or driven, but am enable to 
kindness. 
I t carries a load of from 80 to 
100 pounds for a distance of six to four­ 
teen m iles a day. 
O verloaded, like th e 
cam el, it lies down aud obstinately refuses 
to stir. 
In an atajo, or drove, there is usu­ 
ally an old and experienced llam a, who is 
leader, aud is designated by a little, tin k ­ 
lin g silver bell. 
T he In d ian drivers have 
som etim es a bamboo w histle, of plaintive 
note, w ith w hich they coax and lead th eir 
llam as, som etim es taking of th e ir hats be­ 
fore them and supplicating them , in such 
m usical phrases as th e Q uichuas 
and 
A m ayras are capable of, to proceed. 
T h e llam a is equally suspicious and irri­ 
table. 
It aught goes wrong, his ears are 
down in an instant and his m outh puck­ 
ered for th a t acrid expectoration w hich is 
as sure in aim as it is blistering in result 
w hen it strikes th e skin. 
T h e anim al 
em its a strong and, to th e foreign sense, a 
most oflensive odor, w hich, w hen one is 
obliged to pass through a large drove, be­ 
comes alm ost unendurable. 
T he females 
are no t m uch used for burden, being re­ 
served in isolated localities, under w atch­ 
ful care, for th e propagation of th e spe­ 
cies. 
T he wool, or fleece, is m uch coarser 
th an th a t of th e alpaca and vicuna, but is, 
nevertheless, largely used 
for 
m aking 
coarse cloths, ropes, etc., 
in 
w hich 
the 
natu ral colors are contrasted w ith skill and 
effect. 
T he flesh is eaten, and may be 
suited to th e tastes, in no wise epicurean, 
o f th e dw ellers in the Sierra. 
B u t by far th e most num erous and grace­ 
ful of all th is diversified fam ily, th e sm all­ 
est and perhaps th e least useful, is the 
lightsom e vicuna, th e dom inating inhabi- 
1 ta n t o f th e despoblado, and w hich gives 
lsom ething of anim ation to its cold and 
{sullen solitudes. 
Singly or in groups, 
(often bn a hundred scattered groups, he is 
¡to be found w here naught else of life is 
seen, and w here his note of alarm curves a 
h u n d red necks, lifts a hundred graceful 
heads, and points tw ice a hundred in q u ir­ 
in g ears tow ard th e w eary traveler am ong 
th e frosty m ountain wastes. 
On m any of 
th e narrow , faintly beaten p ath s of th e 
C ordillera, w here travel is least frequent, 
th e vicuna is not only to be found in great 
num bers, b u t as tam e, if not tam er, th an 
th e sheep of rem oter districts. 
W ith his 
group or fam ily of fem ales and young, 
num bering a dozen or m ore (for he is a 
M orm on), lie w ill gaze w ith big eyes, as 
full ai d liquid as those of th e gazelle, at 
th e passer-by; and on th e rep o rt of a pistol, 
w hich in th e rarified air is low, dull and 
echoless, he w ill re tre at only a few feet, 
eve a though one of his fam ily lie bleed­ 
ing w here h e stood. 
T he vicuna m ay be tam ed, but has never 
been dom esticated— a result often sought, 
as his fleece is rem arkably fine and silky, 
in these respects surpassing th a t of th e 
alpaca. 
A ttem pts have been m ade to cross 
the vicuna with the alpaca, and a certain 
padre o f the Sierra succeeded in produc­ 
ing several hybrids said to have been fer­ 


tile. 
H is p o rtrait, in th e act of caressing 
one of his hybrid pets, is hung in the 
M useum of L im a, in com m em oration of 
his success.

M any of th e vicunas are killed an­ 
nu ally for th e ir fleece, of w hich h ats and 
ponchos of great softness and beauty are 
m anufactured and sold, a t high prices, to 
th e 
traveler aud haciendcro. 
T he royal 
rolies of th e Inca were m ade of th e fleece 
of th e vicuna, but th e ancients were wiser 
th an th e ir successors. 
T hey in stitu ted 
grand h unts o f th e vicuna, caught and 
sheared them , and let them go to repro­ 
duce th e ir precious coat.

In one week 2,000 pearls were 
found, and in one day 200 specimens.

“T hey present an extended 
series of shades, from dead opaque w hite, 
hav in g b ut little value, th ro u g h various 
tin ts of pink, yellow and salmon, passing 
through a m ore decided form o f these 
colors, or a faint purple, into a b rig h t red, 
so closely resem bling a drop of m olten 
copper as alm ost to deceive th e eye.”

others are pale steel blue or russet, and 
purplish brown. 
C oncerning th eir shapes, 
he sa y s: “ E longated fish forms found near

“ ‘T he dog’s rusty,’ replied th a t w orthy.

‘Now, M r. C ashier,’ continued H ennessey, 
‘w ait till I g it m y tools and we’ll have 
yonr safe open in a pig’s w hisper.’ 
“H ennessey went over to th e hotel and 
returned shortly w ith a 
k it of tools. 
K neeling- down before th e safe he un­ 
screwed the dial and took off tiie dial ring; 
he then fitted a brass cylinder on th e door 
and forced about a p in t of petroleum 
into th e lock around th e spindle.

w orking th e lock w ith a p air of nippers, 
and in about five

T H E T U B LIC TA STE. 
Judging the profession by the average of 
its members, the fact remains that poets 
and critics and novelists make less money 
than playwrights m ake; and yet we have 
more good poems and more good essays 
and more good novels than we have good 
plays, writes Edward Fuller in Lippincott's 
Magazine for October. 
It is obvious, then, 
that the question of money is not the 
reason for the failure of our drama as a 
vital force of art. 
Nor is that failure due 
to any lack of m aterial. 
T he Society of 


1 A m erican D ram atic A uthors, as I have 
! said, will find no difficulty in finding p er­ 
sons eligible for m em bership, although 
th e ir nam es m ay be unfam iliar to th e gen­ 
eral public. 
F urtherm ore, th e plays th a t 
have never been produced are probably as 
m any as th e novels th a t have never been 
published. 
One New Y’ork m anager confesses to 
having read and rejected 7,000 m anu­ 
scripts. I t is im possible to believe th a t all 
the 7,000 were worse th an some of th e 
pieces w hich have run hundreds of nights, 
aud still retain one’s respect for the hu-‘ 
m an intellect. 
T h at condition of m ind 
in w hich a w riter can get below th e level 
of “N a tu ral G as” or “ W e, Us A Co.” would 
offer a curious opportunity for pathologi­ 
cal investigation. 
I do not know how 
m any new plays are produced a t E nglish 
and A m erican theaters in a year. 
Two 
facts, however, will help us to m ake a 
rough estim ate. 
T he most im portant of 
these is th a t th e th eatrical business has 
grown to enorm ous proportions— in the 
U nited States alone there are probably 
som ething like th ree hundred traveling 
com panies. 
T he o th er fact is th at the 
m ajority of these com panies give em ploy­ 
m ent to m odern playw rights. 
I t m ig h t n atu rally be im agined th at 
under such conditions as these th e dram a 
would be in a state of grow th ra th e r than 
in a state of decay. 
B ut few of th e piays 
w hich are thus w ritten and produced have 
any serious value. 
T hey are pot-boilers, 
pure and sim ple, aud th ey sm ell vilelv of 
th e pot. 
M oreover, such of them as rnay 
liave been in telligently conceived and 
deftly constructed in the first place have 
been sacrificed to th e exigencies of th e 
m om ent. 
T here m ay be a suspension 
bridge, or a steam engine, or a yacht, or 
e th e r m echanical device, about w hich 
some scene m ust be w ritten; th ere m ay be 
an actor whose personal eccentricities m ust 
be taken into consideration. 
A ll this is 
m erely w riting to order, and is m ore a 
com m ercial th an an artistic m atter. 
T his 
inferiority in our m odern E nglish plays 
does not necessarily im ply an inferiority 
in n a tu ral ab ility on th e p art of play­ 
w rights. 
In o riginality, in freshness of 
treatm ent, in lite rary skill, and, above all, 
in stage technique, thev are, it is true, im ­ 
m ensely inferior to F rench w riters, and 
even to some of th e G erm an w riters: hut 
yet in those who show the least am ount of 
train in g th ere are flashes of genuine power. 
O ur dram a, indeed, affords in th e m ain a 
painful exam ple of wasted energy, of 
talen t in th e rough, so to speak, w hich th e 
fortu n ate possessor does not know how 
rig h tly to cultivate. 
T he lack of train in g of w hich I have 
spoken is one reason for this. 
B ut a m ore 
im portant (in m y m ind and overshadow ­ 
ing) consideration is th e state of the pub­ 
lic taste. W ater cannot rise hig h er th an its 
source, and the dram a cannot be sustained 
above th e heads of those to whom it makes 
appeal. 
W e A m ericans lik e slang and 
vulg arity and horseplay; and th is is w hat 
we get on th e stage. 
W e sym pathize w ith 
taw dry sentim ent and cheap pathos; and 
so we have it served to us, w ith a native 
or a foreign label. 
I„ d o not know th a t 
our playw rights are altogether to blam e. 
It is weU 
enough to rem em ber th e de­ 
m ands of art: but th e dem ands of bread 
and b u tter— such is our hum an weakness 
— have th e first claim . 
O nly th e fortu­ 
nate few can live to w rite: others m ust 
w rite to live. 
T hus it is th a t literatu re 
in any form is in th e m ain a reflection of 
th e public taste. If, then, our d ram atic lit­ 
erature be poor and bad— and m any p er­ 
sons th in k s it is so poor and so bad th a t it 
does not deserve to be considered as lite r­ 
ature at all— th e prim ary explanation is 
found in th e ineffectual ap ath y of th e a tri­ 
cal audiences.

thanks of th e churches are due to th is

for

w hich they fulfilled a disagreeable duty, 
and for th e thoroughly C hristian sp irit in 
w hich th ey fulfilled it.” 
T he Congregationalist sa y s: 
“T he m eet­ 
ing of th e Board seems to have turned out 
unexpectedly well.

T h e people of New Jersey have over­ 
whelmingly defeated the proposition sub­ 
mitted to them to so amend their Consti­ 
tution as to permit of special legislation. 
So emphatic was the verdict that while 
59,050 votes were cast against the proposi­ 
tion, but 3,228 votes were cast in favor of 
it. It is a most pronounced instance of 
the capacity of the American people to 
govern themselves, and of their clear com­ 
prehension of the value of constitutional 
guards against infringement of their rights. 


R e v. J o seph V. T ra cey, S. S., has 
written a long essay, and contributed it to 
the Catholic Quarterly Review, on the ques­ 
tion : “Was Saint Paul Married?” It is a 
sharp review of Cannon Farrar’s position 
that Saint Paul was a widower when he 
wrote the Epistles, and that as a member 
of the Sanherdrin he must have been a 
married man. Rev. Mr. Tracey disputes 
the proposition, and holds that there are 
no sufficient proofs to maintain it. But 
after reading the fourteen pages of the 
essay one is led to exclaim : “W hat of it?” 
W hat difference does it make now, or did 
it ever, whether Paul was benedict or 
bachelor ? 
D a r w in has held that music originates 
in the amatory class of vocal noises. In 
the Popular Science Monthly, a paper by 
Herbert Spencer is published taking issue 
with this view. Spencer claims, and with 
better reason, that music results from, or 
has its germs in the sounds which the 
voice emits under excitement. That is to 
say, the whole body of music is emotional, 
and lias its origin, therefore, in the emo­ 
tions, while Darwin insists that sounds 
which are prompted by the amatory feel­ 
ing only originate musical utterance. That 
Mr. Spencer has the best of (he case is ap­ 
parent. It needs no elaborate argument to 
prove his position to be the stronger. The 
root of all musical expression, no matter 
how many phases it assumes, is in the 
emotional nature, and it is from that fact 
that music appeals so directly to the emo­ 
tional sentiment. 


T h e R ecord-U n ion has not heretofore 
deemed it necessary to make mention of 
any of the candid ates for local judicial po­ 
sitions, but the situation concerning the 
candidacy of one aspirant is such, that re­ 
gard for common decency in politics de­ 
mands reference to it at this time. C. W. 
Baker is a nominee for Justice upon the 
disorgamzer ticket and has received the 
indorsement of the Democratic Committee 
also. Mr. Baker went liefore the Republi­ 
can ConventifiH- last summer and solicited 
nomination for the place he is now run­ 
ning for.

He was 
beaten by another candidate. Mr. Baker 
is now found running in opposition to the 
ticket he promised to support. When the 
greed for office is such as to lead to breaches 
of this kind, it ought to be sufficient to in­ 
sure the snowing under of the candidate 
who is guilty of the disloyalty. 


DIGNIFYING LABOR. 
The withdrawal of the railroad corpo- 
itions from active partisan politics in 
lis State by the President of the South- 
m Pacific Company, and the emancipa- 
on of railroad employes from the servil- 
;y which necessarily accompanies the 
emand of the employer that the employe 
ball forego personal convictions and vote 
i accordance with the behests of his em- 
loyer, is a higher tribute to the manhood 
f the employed class and an act which 
rill do more to dignify labor than any act 
f any corporation in the United States. 
Under the existing organization of in- 
ustrial systems, it is impossible for the 
mployed class to amass fortunes. There 
re instances of men whose start in life 


3 in the employed relation, but the 
uitial beginning of their fortune is at the 
roint where they leave employment and 
lecome employers. 
It is within the 
ower of men receiving reasonable wages 
0 accumulate a reasonable competency in 
he course of a life time, but there is no 
nstance in the world of any one having 
«cumulated a fortune by wages alone. 
Vealth is acquired by the accumulation 
f the result of the labor of others. There 
,re, of course, exceptions to this rule, but 
hey are merely accidental. Here and 
here a man has made a discovery of such 
•aluc to mankind as to confer upon him 
ortune. Once in a while a man discovers 
1 mine of precious metal, and a large for- 
une 
is 
the 
result, but these are 
aere 
accidents, 
and 
are 
not 
in 
my 
respect 
the 
result 
of 
the 
abor systems of the day. Throughout|the 
and the employers of men are the aecu- 
aulators of wealth. Fortunes are the ag- 
;regation of the product of labor. Tlie 
mployer pays wages, but unless there is a 
nargin in his favor in excess of the wages 
>aid employment ceases. Men are em- 
(loved because of profit to their employers. 
Cow if in this state of affairs the right to 
ontrol the franchise of the employed is 
isserted and maintained, then wealth be- 
:omes the imperial governing force of the 
ountrv. The theory of republican gov- 
rnment is the perfect distribution of the 
overeignty to each individual, and an 
qual exercise on the part of each of that 
overeignty. When employment is used to 
etter all exercise of the sovereignty guar­ 


anteed by the great organic law of this Re­ 
public, it becomes at onoe a tyranny. The 
President of the Southern Pacific Company 
has set a most noteworthy example in the 
emancipation of all employes of his com­ 
pany from this tyranny. 
SOCIAL STANDARDS. 
Editor B. O. Flower, of the Arena, 
sounds a trumpet note in favor of a moral 
standard which, we fear, is cast so far in 
the future that speculation concerning it 
is almost a waste of time and mental en­ 
ergy. Mr. Flower balds that it is the 
hight of folly to ignore injustice, immor­ 
ality and vice, and to turn a deaf ear to 
serious wrongs felt by the many, before 
they are voiced by the fcw; that it is the 
highest wisdom to unmask hypocrisy and 
denounce wrong-doing and injustice. 
He, therefore, espouses an idea, heretical 
in the present thought of society, which 
has escaped from the prison-house of re­ 
spectable conservatism—to wit, that men 
should be held to the same accouutability 
for moral uncleanliness as women; that to 
them should be applied the same standard 
of judgment in matters of morality as are 
applied to women; that men who are 
moral lepers should not be permitted to 
pose as models, or pass current in society 
as true gold, because they are the “lords 
of creation” class. 
But Mr. Flower and a few other brave 
souls will sound such trumpet blasts in 
vaiD , until courage inspires the “leaders of 
society” here and there to set up and ap­ 
ply tlie standard. Certainly such preach­ 
ing will in some degree tend to hasten the 
time when the new judgment will be pro­ 
claimed as a social law. But at the best, 
under the operation of mere protests by a 
few brave souls, generation after genera­ 
tion will pass away before there will be 
any material approach to realization of 
the reformation indicated. 
Now it is probable that there is not in 
the land to-day a pure woman who does 
not entertain precisely the sentiment 
voiced by Mr. Flower, but there is not 
within the uttermost bounds of society one 
such woman in a thousand who has the 
courage or can afford to close her door, or 
regulate her association with the opposite 
sex strictly and unvaryingly according to 
the standard for which Mr. Flower pleads. 
Is it true, then, that women are under 
bondage to men in this repression ? Or is 
it truth that women are really attracted 
by and flutter about masculine moral 
lepers, as some make bold to assert. The 
women who undertake to withdraw them­ 
selves and their families from all associa­ 
tion with men who are as guilty as are the 
rejected women, must take severe punish­ 
ment ; they must be prepared to withdraw 
to a great extent from social life ; 
stand 
apart and separate themselves from a great 
deal that to woman is attractive, desirable, 
helpful and strengthening. 
This is saying, of course, that the social 
standard for men is too firmly set to be 
overthrown in a single crusade, and that 
if the issue were openly put upon trial, 
women would find only a few men stand­ 
ing by their colors. Yet, how easy it 
would seem to be for the leaders and 
dictators in society to set up the standard 
and apply the judgment to men that men 
prescribe for women. Let us suppose for a 
moment that even a half dozen of the 
foremost women of any considerable com­ 
munity resolutely resolve that neither they 
nor their daughters will sit in company 
with known libertines; that they will not 
promenade in the ball-koom, sit at the 
banquet or receive or recognize at any 
time men known to be wreckers of female 
virtue, or whose habits are on a level with 
those of the rejected woman. 
Does it not 
appear that such a stand could be taken 
without extraordinary sacrifice, and that 
it would rally about such women a host of 
supporters, and inaugurate a reform that 
would never go backward? 
Yet, as a matter of fact, every one re­ 
alizes that however seemingly easy such 
an inauguration would be, in fact it would 
be so difficult, so beset by deep-rooted 
prejudices grounded in the social constitu­ 
tion, that in any near future such a re­ 
form would be impossible. It will become 
possible only when the whole moral plane 
of society is lifted to the levels of higher 
standards; when the public conscience is 
quick under acute sensitiveness; when 
women shall be accorded in the promulga­ 
tion of social edicts a larger part, and 
when moral leprosy in men will be more 
repugnant to men. 
Until such levels are attained the re­ 
formers for whom Mr. Flower sounds the 
key note must be content with the fact, as 
he rather sophomorically phrases it, that 
such ideas are not to be imprisoned; that 
they are great truths passing from lip to 
lip, and though received by staid, easy­ 
going conservatism with unfeigned in­ 
dignation, it is too late to crush or kill 
them. “They are not men that they may 
be burned; they are truths, born of an age 
of progressive unrest. On the wings of 
freedom they float from mind to mind, 
kindling a flame which will not be ex­ 
tinguished until the wrongs are righted 
and humanity is vindicated.”

"There are now seventeen young widows in 
the institution—bright, intelligent girls, mak­ 
ing rapid progress in tbeir ttuaies, made to do 
housework from one to two hours every day and 
taught sewing and embroidery. The chief de­ 
sire of these girls seem to be to prepare as soon 
as possible to help others as Ramabai is helping 
them, and to prove by Uves of usefulness tbeir 
appreciation of the kindness of the Ameiican 
people to them. To all of these widows re­ 
marriage is forbidden by caste rules. 
"I hare always found my people j 
as generous, aud I would ask that a little

. alienee be shown this woman Ramabai, who 
is laboring with heart and hand, with volee aud 
pen, to help on the cause of reform among her 
people. Everything cannot be done iu a day, 
nor eau time-established customs be broken in 
a vear and a half. It was prophesied in many 
places here in India that no widows of the 
Brahmin caste would enter this school, and if 
they did, they would not stay. We point to 
seventeen to-day, and have the promise of 
seven from one town after the Krishna festival 
is over in November.

“ Black B art” won great fame for his suc­ 
cess in thiB State as a highwayman, and 
was heralded to the world as the peer of 
“ Deadwood D ick,” "Claude Duval," and 
other real or m ythical freebooters. 
But “Black B art” m ust now either go 
into business again or step down from bis 
pinnacle of fame. 
Charles Dorsey, alias Thorn, and alias a 
num ber of other names, with his compan­ 
ion, George Shinn, can give the “Po-8” 
cards and spades in the road agent business 
and even then he "would not be in it,” to 
use the popular phrase. 
The R ecobp Union recently furnished its 
readers with a series of lengthy and inter­ 
esting accounts of the careers of these no­ 
torious desperadoes up to the time of 'heir 
confinement in the San Quentin State 
Prison; told of their rem arkable and daring 
escape from that modern bastiie, and of 
their subsequent sensational capture in 
Chicago, three years after their escape, by 
detective J. B. Hume, Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
famous crim inal catcher. W hen the des­ 
peradoes passed through this city en route 
to San Quentin, in charge of detective 
H um e and Captains Fisk and Reddy, a re­ 
porter of this journal boarded the train, ac­ 
companied the party to the bay, and had 
interviews with both Dorsey and Shinn 
and the officers—all of which were pub­ 
lished at length. 


DETECTIVE HOM E’S WORK. 
Although praise was coming from all 
quarters for the great achievement of de­ 
tective Hume, still that official was not 
satisfied to rest on his honors. During the 
trip down to the bay, previously men­ 
tioned, he informed the R ecord Union 
representative that he had oply smarted in 
on the case. 
H e was satisfied, he said, that 
since their escape from San Quentin, D.irsev 
and Shiun had committed innum erable 
depredations in the northern part of the 
8tate, including several stage robberies. 
Captain Auil, now of the Folsom Peni­ 
tentiary, agreed with him . He did not 
E 
ropose to stop in bis investigations until 
e bad proved what he believed was true. 
“But what can you d o ? ’ was asked. 
“ Dorsey, or Thorn, has a life sentence to 
serve, and Shinn ha3 a long term to serve.” 
"T hat’s all right,” was the detective’s re­ 
ply, “ I simply want to fasten these crimes 
where they belong, so that the public and 
the people by whom I am employed may 
see that it was not alone because Dorsey and 
Shinn escaped from San Quentin that I 
have been tracking them for three years.” 
Both Dorsey and Shinn stoutly m ain­ 
tained at that tim e that immediately af er 
their escape from th9 Penitentiary they 
worked their way East until they reached 
Chicago, wuere they rem aiaed until cap­ 
tured. They denied positively and em­ 
phatically that they returned to California 
at any tim e after they arrived in Chicago, 
until the officer took them back. 
CONCLUSIVE EVIDENCE. 
But detective Hume, while in Chicago, 
obtained evidence that proved the state­ 
ments oí Dorsey and Shinn to he false. 
This evidence was in the shape of letters 
which had been sent to parties in Chicago 
by Dorsey and Shinn from California in 
the past two years—letters that were mailed 
from Brighton, within a stone's throw, so 
to speak, of Sacramento. This satisfied 
hint, beyond peradventure, that his former 
conclusions about the stage robberies were 
right. jw 
He r _en set about to properly establish 
his case. 
All successful detectives look first to a 
confession from criminals, and in this di­ 
rection detective H um e resolved to make 
his first move. 
He held a conference with 
his old friend and adviser. Captain Aull, 
and they agreed upon a plan. Dorsey’s 
shrewdness they knew too well to attempt 
anything in 
the “ pum ping” line, but 
Shinn is much the inferior in every wey of 
Dorsey, and they resolved to work ou him. 
'io do this successfully it was necessary to 
remove Shinn entirely from Dorsey’s in­ 
fluence. so arrangements were completed 
for the former’s transfer to Folsom. Shinn 
was brought up to Sacramento Friday 
evening and remained over night at the 
City Prison. 
Yesterday morning he was 
taken to Folsom, detective H um e going 
along w ith the party. 
In the afternoon Shinn was taken into 
W arden Ault's private office and inter­ 
viewed for three hours and a half by the 
W arden and detective H um e. 
The result was a complete confession. 
Shinn acknowledged that he and Dorsey 
did return to California after they reached 
Chicago, and that they perpetrated crimes 
in various parts of the State with such au­ 
dacity and rapidity as to cause the belief 
that á veritable regiment of highwavmen 
had been turned loose to terrorize the 
people. 
SHINN'S CONFESSION. 
H e made what he declared was a clean 
breast of everything, and related what they 
had done and where they had been from 
the time of their escape up to the time of 
their capture in Chicago—and it is a record 
of crime, in conjunction with their previous 
histories, that has probably never been 
«qualed in the history of the Pacific coast. 
Im mediately after their e*cape. 9aid 
8hinn. they made their way to Sacramento, 
after undergoing many hardships. 
Reach­ 
ing this city, they purchased a stock of 
g 
rovisions and then went out into the 
rush, about a quarter of a mile east of the 
north levee and near the bank of the 
American river. 
Here they camped in a 
place which, as Shinn him self says, must 
have been cut out by naiure for a "robber’s 
roost.” 
It was in the midst of a dense 
thicket, and it would be next to an impos­ 
sibility for a person not familiar with the 
place (and it appears that very few persons 
are familiar with it) to find it. 
After resting for quite a whtle in their 
hiding-place, Dorsey and Shinn decided 
that it was high time to be up and doing 
again. They felt satisfied that they were 
fully equal to the task of eluding the offi­ 
cers who might be on the lookout for them, 
and they knew from the accounts pub­ 
lished in the newspapers relative to their 
escape that the authorities were not on 
their track. 
Dorsey suggested, however, that it would 
not do to stay in any one place too long, 
with the exception, perhaps, of theirstrong- 
huld on the American river. 
Til ET GO EAST. 
They knocked about the country and 
finally got ont of the State, heading for 
Arizona. 
Here they shifted about consid­ 
erably, working at most anything, and now 
and then, when an opportunity presented 
itself, doing a little “job” or two of the 
kind in which they were most proficient— 
garwafing, burglarizing, and the tike. 
Eventually they reached Chicago and 
stayed there" for a while. But Chicago was 
not lively enough for them , and they con­ 
cluded to come back to dear, old California, 
where there wer-» wildernesses and moun­ 
tain fastnesses, just the thing for stage rob­ 
bing and train-robbing. 
They did return and the first place they 
headed for was their rendezvous on the 
American. 
Thev were not idle long. 
The’ first "job” they undertook was a 
successful robbery, though not a very suc­ 
cessful financial operation. It was on the 
forenoon of the 3d of Jaly of last year that 
Dor9ey and Shinn located themselves near 
the trestle just north of the American river 
bridge. 
A buggy containing two men was 
approaching, and the desperadoes decided 
to “hold them up.” 
Dorsey secreted him ­ 
self beneath the trestle and printed his 
shooting irons, so as to be ready in case the 
victim s should remonstrate, and Shinn 
stepped out into the road and waited for 
the two men. 
As they approached, Shinn 
ordered them to hand oyer their money 
and valuables, end they obeyed with alac­ 
rity. Thev only had a few dollars, but 
Shinn took what they had and also a 
watch from each, both being silver watches. 
They were, then allowed to drive on. 
COfiVU’TEP AN INNOCENT MAN. 
The strangest part of this particular case 
is that a young man named George Nelson, 
a painter, who bears a striking resem­ 
blance to Shinn, 
w a s found in the neigh­ 
borhood shortly afterward under circum­ 
stances that caused him to be suspected ot 
committing the robbery. Later on he was 
positively identified as the robber by the 
victims, was tried, convicted and sentenced 
to ten years’ im prisonm ent in the Folsom 
Penitentiary 
by Superior Judge A rm ­ 
strong. 
Nelson is now serving his time at that 
prison for this crime which he never com­ 
mitted. 
Shinn, when making his confession did 
ot, and even at the present tim e does not, 


I know that Nelson had been arrested and 
J imprisoned for the robbery. 
He and Dor­ 
sey did not wait to see what wasisaid or 
done about the rohbety, but immediately 
left for the north. 
It is understood that steps> will b®taken 
im mediately to have Nelson liberated from 
Folsom. 
District Attorney Bruner said 
last night that he will proceed at once in 
the matter. 
THEY RESUME WORK. 
After this robbery the two desperadoes 
wended their way to Chico. They re­ 
mained there several days and engaged in 
two successful 
garroting adventures, a 
Chinaman and a young maD who resides 
in the suburbs of Chic > being their victims. 
On the road to Indian valley they “stood 
up” several pedestrians, but the latter 
were not of the wealth-carrying order. 
From Chico they went to Oroville, and 
committed a burglary which did not pan 
out well. 
. 
, 
They left Oroville the next day and 
headed for Marysville. They rested for a 
day or two there and then started ont to 
do a little “business.” This business con­ 
sisted of the making of a bold descent 
upott a saloon near me Yuba river bridge 
on the Marysville side. They covered the 
barkeeper with their pistols, and also held 
in subjection a couple of men who hap­ 
pened to be lounging in the saloon. They 
took vt hat money the barkeeper had in 
the till and a rifle and a pistol belonging 
to him. The firearms were evidently taken 
for temporary safety’s sake, a9 they were 
found near the saloon some time after the 
bold robbery, where the desperadoes had 
thrown them. 
All this was done daring the month of 
July, and it was not all that was done dur­ 
ing that month, either, as one of their bold­ 
est outrages was committed on the last day 
of July. 
. 
, 
It seems that Dorsey had become tired of 
the hard luck they had been having, in the 
way of not getting enough money, and a t­ 
tributed it to the petty “jobs” they had un­ 
dertaken. 
He Ihirst’ed for something on » 
larger scale and propo;ed that they hold 
up a stage. Shinn agreed, and the stage 
which runs between Milton and Sonora 
was settled upon as their game. 
On the 
31st of July, as before stated, this robbery 
was committed. The stage was stopped in 
a lonely spot on the road, and 
ROBBERS 
THE MASKED 
Ordered the passengers to get out and stand 
in a line. The driver was ordered to throw 
down Wells, Fargo & Co.’s strong box, and 
he obeyed. 
W hile one of the robbers kept 
the passengers covered with his shotgun 
the other blew the box open with giant 
powder. But hard luck was still pursuing 
the highwaymen. 
The box was en.pty. 
To get even, however, they compelled the 
passengers to surrender their coin. The 
party yielded up about $50. The stage was 
then allowed to proceed on its way. 
A lth o u g h th e a u th o r itie s s e a rc h e d h ig h 
a n d lo w fo r th e h ig h w a y m e n fo r so m e 
tim e n o tra c e o f th e m c o u ld be fo u n d . 
Shinn says that immediately after this 
robhery they made basty tracks back to 
Sacramento, and ensconced themselves in 
their almost impenetrable retreat on the 
banks of the American. 
D ating August they were in Butte county, 
bat did nothing of importance in the crim ­ 
inal line until September 10 h. On that 
date they stopped the stage running from 
Quincy to Oroville and secured from Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s box a gold bar worth some­ 
thing like $731. 
This was another very 
successful piece of high way ntenship, and 
the desperadoes were as successful as usual 
in escaping the pursuing officers. 
After this raid they came back again to 
their Sacramento headquarters. They did 
not go out again, rem aining there all win­ 
ter, and confining their operations to the 
Capital City and near viciDity. 
AN ADDITION TO THE PARTY. 
It appears that about this time Dorsey 
and ShiDn were joined by another notori­ 
ous criminal and ex-convict, named De­ 
laney, who accepted their hospitality at the 
rendezvous, and assisted them in their sub­ 
sequent depredations. 
They anticipated a cold and wet winter, 
and built them a neat little cabin in their 
retreat, with lum ber which they managed 
to steal in the neighborhood. 
The first operation in which the new 
member of the family partook was the 
bold attempt to rob the saloon at Twenty- 
ninth and J streets, The two marched into 
the place, wearing masks made of barley- 
sacks. Dorsey was in the lead. 
They 
presented their pistols at the heads of 
the 
proprietor, 
M. G. Dandried. and 
two men who happeued to be drink­ 
ing there at the time, and demanded 
that they throw up their hands. The two 
guests obeyed, but the barkeeper ran be­ 
hind the counter and into a rear room 
where he kept his rifle. Dorsey followed him, 
aim ing his pistol, but did not fire. W hen 
Dandried reached 
the 
rear 
room he 
seized an unloaded shotgun, thinking it was 
his rifle, and, aiming it at Dorsey, snapped 
the trigger. W ith an oath Dorsey clinched 
with the m an. The latter swung the shot­ 
gun around and struck Dorsey on the 
head, knocking off his hat and mask. 
Dorsey was staggered, but recovered just a9 
the saloon keep r was reaching for his rifle, 
and, leveling his revolver at him. tired two 
shots. One of the shots struck Dandried in 
the arm and the other in the side, neither 
of the wounds, however, being serious. 
Dorsey thought he bad killed him . and 
hastily left the place, rem arking to his 
companions as he went o u t: 
“ H urry up, 
boys; we’re done up.” 
The saloon-keeper, as soon as he could 
recover sufficiently, rushed ont after the 
desperadoes, and fired several shots after 
them with his rifle, but hit D o n e of them. 
I t w as n e v e r k n o w n w h o th e s e ro b b e rs 
w e re , u n til SIí í d d ' s c o n fe ss io n c le a re d it 
u p , a n d a t th e tim e th e a u th o r itie s w ere 
in c lin e d to tr e a t th e s to ry o f th e a ffa ir a s a 
h o a x . 
ANOTHER UNSUCCESSFUL JOB. 
On the night of October 1st of last year, 
which was shortly after the saloon affair, 
the same trio, masked and armed, made a 
descent upon a party of Chinese hop-pickers 
who were living in a little cabin down the 
river near Merkley’s ranch. The Mon­ 
golians not complying to the robbers' de­ 
mands as quickly as they shouid, the latter 
set upon them and beat them unmerci­ 
fully. One Chinaman who attempted to 
leave the cabin was shot twice, but not 
fatally. The wounded heathen ran to­ 
ward a neighboring ranch, howling lustily 
for help. 
Fearing that assistance would 
arrive the desperadoes decamped. Shinn 
says that in his hurry he lo3t his vest, in 
the pocket of which was one of the identi­ 
cal, watches taken from the young men on 
the American river bridge, and for the 
theft of which poor Nelson is now serving 
tim e in the Penitentiary. 
Shinn told of various other "jobs” they 
engaged in during the winter, snch as bur­ 
glarizing houses and “standing up” belated 
citizens in the suburbs. He could not rec­ 
ollect the exact dates, nor manv of the de­ 
tails, however, of these "sm all" jobs. 8ome 
of them, he claims, he did not participate 
in, for the reason that he was suffering 
from rheum atism and bad to remain in 
the cabin. 


ANOTHER STAGE ROBBERY. 
Matters ran along in this way until 
April. 
Then Dorsey complained again 
that they were indulging in too many 
small jobs, and suggested that they hold 
up another stage. Shinn was agreeable, so 
he and Dorsey joined bands again and 
started for Placer county. They picked 
out the Forest H ill stage as their game, 
and held it up in regulation style early in 
the m onth of April. 
A gentleman Darned Muir was a passen­ 
ger on the stage, and upon arriving in this 
city subsequently related a story to the 
effect that when one of the robbers (it was 
Dorsey; tim ed his gun at him and de­ 
manded his money, he simply looked the 
desperado in the eye and said he wouldn't. 
The tobber then becim e hypnotizef or 
something of the sort and did not rob him. 
Shinn's version is somewhat different. 
He says that had it not been for him self 
Dorsey wonld certainly have murdered 
Muir in cold blood, as he had Cummings, 
the banker, in 1879. when the latter refused 
to give up his possessions. Muir did refuse 
to surrender his money, says Shiun, and 
Dorsey was ab u! to kill him when be 
(Shinn) interfered si t begged Him not to 
do it. He save Mulr’s smry about Dorsey 
getting the “shakes " is all bosb, and de­ 
clares that any one who has had dealings 
with 
Dorsey 
knows 
that 
he 
is 
not 
the 
sort 
of 
a man 
to quake 
before an unarmed man. 
Shinn says 
Muir should consider himself lacky that 
he was not murdered. 


A JO K E CN THE TOLICE. 
After the 
Forest H ill stage robbery, 
Shinn says they came back to the rendez­ 
vous for á rest. On the night of their ar­ 
rival here, he went into town to purchase 
some bread. He took a gunny sack with 
him , and had it filled with loaves. On the 
way back to camp two police officers [Gib­ 
son and Wilson] stopped him and asked 
him w hat he bad in the sack. H e showed 
them the sack and told them a story about 
being a wood chopper 
and having a 
camp out near 
the levee. 
H e 
says 
that 
one 
of 
the 
officers 
[Gibson] 
asked him if he was armed. 
Shinn 
had his six-shooter in one of his side coat 
pockets, but he took hold of the skirts of 
the coat, taking good care to grasp the 


w eap o D , and, pulling the garm ent np under 
his amis, told the officer to search him. 
The officer did so. and of coarse did not 
discover the weapon. The peace guardi­ 
ans, however, were not satisfied that all 
was well and took Shinn to the Police Sta­ 
tion. Captain Lee and Chief Drew ques­ 
tioned Shinn, bnt the latter told a plaus­ 
ible story and they turned him loose. 
Little did they dream who they had just 
had within their grasp 1 
There was considerable excitement over 
the m atter at the police station last even­ 
ing when they heard of it from Captain 
Aull and detective H um e, who had come 
down from Folsóm on the late train to re­ 
port the news. 
Officer Gibson was completely knocked 
ont. The fact that a reward of $1,600 was 
standing for Shinn's capture did Dot tend 
to ease the officer’s feelings. 
MORE ODD JOBS. 
8hinn, in resuming bis story of their ad­ 
ventures, says that after a short stay in 
Sacramento tney started ont on another 
tour. This time they went through Cala­ 
veras, Tuolumne, É1 Dorado and San 
Joaquin connties, pillaging bouses, blow­ 
ing open safes, etc. 
They robbed the post­ 
office at Elliott, San Joaquin county, bur­ 
glarized a hotel at lone and various other 
“sm all” jobs, as Shinn pot it. 
Thev were accompanied on these later 
depredations by Delaney and another tough 
character named Snow, who joined them 
somewhere on the road. 
W hen they returned from this campaign 
they held a consultation and agreed that it 
was about tim e to give California a rest and 
try some other field. They decided to go 
to Chicago. Dtlaney was delegated to pur­ 
chase the tickets. H e came into Sacra­ 
mento and sent to San Francisco for four 
second-class tickets to Chicogo over the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande road. They boarded the 
train at Loomis on the 30th of May of this 
vear, and arrived in Chicago ou the 0;h of 
June. On the 7th of June, the gold bar 
which was taken from Wells-Fargu'a box 
on th cQnincy and Oroville stage was taken 
to the m int iñ Chicago for coinage, and the 
desperadoes received their returnB on the 
14th cf the moDtb. 
All of these latter facts were traced up by 
Detective H um e before Shinn made his 
confession. 
Shinn says that after their arrival in Chi­ 
cago they resumed “ business,’ and up to 
the tinte of their arrest had committed 
something like twenty or twenty-five rob­ 
beries and burglaries. They professed to 
be carpet cleaners, hut this was only used 
as a “blind” to facilitate them in their ne­ 
farious operations. 
Shinn and Dorsey are believed also to 
have engaged in some other affairs, par­ 
ticularly the wrecking of a train, which 
Shinn did not mention and Chief of Police 
Drew of this cily has taken the m atter in 
hand and will investigate. 
For the past four weeks Chief Drew has 
been searching the banks of the American 
river for the rendezvous of the robbers, and 
only succeeded in findipg it on Friday, 
which fact will give an idea as to how se­ 
curely the desperadoes had hidden when 
necessary. The Chief received inform a­ 
tion about a month sgo from W arden Aull 
that this hiding place really existed, and 
the Chief determined to find it. 
W hen he 
did, he discovered evidence which goes a 
great way toward establishing the truth of 
Shinn’s assertions. 


FEDERAL SUPERVISORS. 


Citizens W hom th e Mugwumps Denounce 
as Scrubs. 
The circular issued semi-occasionally by 
the sorehead faction in this city, last even­ 
ing published the following: 
Among the names selected as United States 
Supervisors of Election for service in Sacra­ 
mento, will be found those of gamblers, dis­ 
missed policemen, and other creatures of the 
bosses. There are Eome good men on the list, 
bat a nnmfcer also who are unqualified lor the 
position. With such men to aid them, the 
bosses no doubt expect to terrorize honest vot­ 
ers and thus carry the election.

Shortly after Colonel E. D. Baker was 
elected United States Senator from Oregon 
he addressed a great Republican meeting 
in the American Theater in San Francisco, 
It was on tbe 27ih of October, just piior to 
his departure for W ashington to enter upon 
his duties as Senator, and subsequently to 
lead an army and lay down his life in de­ 
fense of the Union. This speech was one 
of the grandest that alm ost incomparable 
orator ever delivered. 
H e seemed to be 
inspired. In speaking of the blighting 
effects of slavery aud the certainty of its 
downfall, he said, in a m anner that thrilled 
the immense audience and set the people 
wild with enthusiasm : 
“Even where despotism is rife, ideas of 
personal liberty are thriving. 
Even under 
the shadow of toe throne of Russia—on the 
banks of the Seine, where the ashes c.f the 
first Napoleon repose; where the British 
Queen in majestic dignity presides ever a 
nation of freemen—everywhere abroad the 
great ideas of personal liberty spread, in­ 
crease, fructify. 
Here—ours is the excep­ 
tion ! 
Ia this home of the exile, in this 
land of constitutional liberty, it is left for 
us to teach the world that slavery marches 
in solemn procession ! 
that 
under the 
American stars slavery has protection, and 
the name of fieedom m ust be faintly 
breathed—the songs of freedom be faintly 
sune ! 
Garibaldi, Victor Em m anuel, hosis 
of good men are praying, fighting, dying 
on scaffolds, in dungeou9—oi tc e r yet oi. 
battlefields—for f:eedom. And yet, while 
this great procts-i n ruaribes under tbe 
beautiful arches of liberty, we alone shrink 
back trembling and afraid when the word 
•freedom' is but mentioned.” 
Terrific cheering followed this eloquent 
outbuis , during which a Mr. Harte, who 
sat on the platform, was so carried away 
with the enthusiasm of the moment tbat 
be rushed to the footlights and excitedly 
exclaimed: “ It is true! It is true! 
We are 
slaves, com pared w i'h the rest of the world ! 
Tbe Colonel is lig h t’ ’ 
Then, pale as a 
ghost, he staggered back to his seat, while 
the people cheered vociferously. 
Later on 
in that memorable address Baker uttered 
that sublime sentim ent so often quoted, 
and w hich—with some of the grand utter­ 
ances ot Henry Edgerton in those days— 
should be incorporated im o tbe text-books 
of the conutry as among the best specimens 
of American oratory end patriotic senti­ 
ment. Said Baker : 
“There need be no fear of internecine 
feuds; there need be no threats of dis­ 
union. 
In tbe presence of God—I say it 
reverently—freedom is tbe rule, and slavery 
but the exception. It is a marked, guarded", 
protected exception. There it s'ands. 
If 
even public opinion must not be allowed 
to visit its dusky cheek too roughiy, be it 
so; but go no further than the terms of the 
compact, which makes five hum an chattels 
the equal in representation to three white 
men. 
We are a city set on a hill—our 
light cannot be hid." As for me, I dare 
not—I will not be false to freedom! 
[Ap­ 
plause ] In early life I took my stand by 
freedom ; and there, wuere the feet of my 
youth were planted, my manhood and my 
age shall march ! 
I will walk beneath her 
banner—1 will glory in her strength ' 
I 
have watched her, in history, struck down 
on a hundred chosen fields of battle. I 
have seen her friends fly from her—her 
foes gather around her. 
I have 9een her 
burned to the stake; I have seen them give 
her ashes to the wind. 
But when they 
turned to exalt, have sesn her again meet 
them face to face, resplendent in complete 
steel,brandishing in her right hand a flam­ 
ing sword, red wi:h insufferable light. [Ve­ 
hement cheering ] 
I lake courage. 
The 
people gather around her. 
The Genius of 
America will at last lead her sons to free­ 
dom.” 
The people rose and cheered the orator 
to the echo, and when he concluded with 
the following reteience to the lamented 
Broderick bis auditors were worked up to 
the highest pitch of excitement: 
"One year ago I, your champioD, in 
your fair State, was beaten in a fair contest. 
With my heart aamewhat bruised, my 
ambition crushed, one week later I stood 
by the body of my friend 
Broderick— 
slaughtered in vour cause—and I asked, 
‘How long?’ 
[Sensation ] 
The tide is 
turned. 
The warrior, indeed, rests. 
He 
knows no waking—nor word, nor wish, 
nor prayer cau recall him from his lone 
abods. In San Francisco I speak to hun­ 
dreds, thousands who loved him; and in 
another and—were I not in such a presence 
as this—I would say, in a higher arena, 
when I shall try to speak for him, as I 
will—[great cheers]—I shall be able to say 
that his ashes repose among the people 
whom he loved so well, and who are not 
altogether forgetful of the m anner of his 
life, nor of the m anner nor methods of his 
death.” 
George G. Briggs of Marysville was 
advertising a great gift entertainm ent for 
tbe 5th of tbe following January. The 
chief prizes consisted of tbe famous Briggs 
orchard and hotel. Tbe former contained 
165 acres, 35 000 choice trees, and yielded 
that year $125,000 worth of fruit. 
It was 
valued at $210 000. Tnere were twelve 
other orchards and vineyards, tbe total 
value of which was $615,000 Among those 
who attested th# value ol the p-iz-s offered 
were Rev. O. C. W heeler and J. F. Linthi- 
cum, the latter now of this city.

EASTERN POM TICS. 
Secretary Blaine Urges R epublicans in 
Pennsylvania to Stand by the Party. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , November 1st.—Secre­ 
tary Blaine arrived from Washington this 
afternoon. He received a great ovation 
later in the afternoon as he appeared on 
the stage of the Academy of Music to ad­ 
dress a Republican mass meeting. The 
spacious building was crow ed 'to the 
doors. Hundreds were uneb’e to gain ad­ 
mission. 
Mr. Blaine in his speech at the Academy 
of Music, referring to the campaign in 
Pennsylvania, said : “ Do you suppose the 
great free-trade papers in New York and 
elsewhere throughout the Union would 
care to follow up Mr. Delameter on per­ 
sonal charges, if they did not have some 
great purpose beyond ? If they can elect 
Mr. Pattison, it will be a prodigious gain 
to the cause of free trade and a loss to the 
cause of protection. Pennsylvania is not 
only the Keystone State of the Union, but 
even in a greater sense is the keystone of 
tbe cause of protection. If she falls back 
dow , when tariff is on its severest trial, 
the free-traders think they see an easy 
road to the Presidency in 1892. 
“I want to remind you, especially you 
Republicans who differ from thegreat body 
Of your party, that Ohio, Indiana, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland and West Vir­ 
ginia are at present in Democratic hands. 
The decisive point of the struggle of 1S92 
may be in Pennsylvania and these States, 
and how any true friend of the Republican 
party, how any honest believer in the doc­ 
trine ot protection, can put to hazard the 
strong position of Pennsylvania at this 
time, I fail to discover. 
“If Pennsylvania, under a pretext, can at 
this time be drifted from her life-long al­ 
legiance to the doctrine of protection, and 
shall elect a gentleman of whom I know 
nothing politically, except that he is rank­ 
ed with the free traders, there may be no 
balm in Gilead that can heal that wound. 
I speak strongly on this question, because 
I do not want to see this State misled oy 
the free traders of New York City. The 
issue itself is concealed under this moun­ 
tain of abuse of the Republican candidate 
for Governor. 
“There is undoubtedly in the Republican 
ranks some difference as to the character 
of the new tariff bill. The dnty of making 
it was remitted to Congress. The bill whicli 
passed was the result of a compromise, and 
I come with confidence to plead before the 
people ot Pennsylvania not to differ on the 
details.” 
Mr. Blaine spoke of the reciprocity 
amendment, and said: “While the Demo­ 
crats thought I was trying to divide the 
Republican party on the doctrine of pro­ 
tect!/?”, 1 was patted on the back and en­ 
couraged by them, but when the Repub­ 
licans, as one man, incorporated recipro­ 
city in the tariff bill, they didn’t want it 
at all and declared it nnconstitntional. 
“If we had been balked by the cry of un­ 
constitutionality every time it was made by 
the Democrats, we should not have been 
able to defend the Union when it was as­ 
saulted. to issue greenbacks for its support, 
organize national banks, improve a river 
that did not have salt water in it, improve 
a harbor in the interior of a State', give 
freedom to a slave, and, as the next point, 
should not be able to secure reciprocity in 
oar national trade by every attempt in 
every form in which political action can be 
taken. 
“The Democratic party expects to wound 
and destroy the doctrine of protection, and 
I have come to raise my voice in Pennsyl­ 
vania, to ask the mother of protection to see 
that her offspring shall not be strangled. 
If my voice can have any influence with a 
single man among those who are dissent­ 
ing from tbe regalar organization, I appeal 
to him not to think it will be all well next 
year.“My friends, faction leads to defeat, and 
defeat leads to mutual hostility and dis­ 
organization. If this light is continued 
with a disastrous end it will be a long time, 
I fear, before you will see the Republican 
party of Pennsylvania come forth in its 
original strength and its invincible power.” 
Mr. Blaine said he had not come to 
sound any alarm upon the possibility of 
the loss to the Repuoiicans of the House of 
Representatives. He hoped they would 
not lose it, but from the time of John 
Quincy Adams to Abraham Lincoln, with 
one exception, ev»ry Administration lost 
its second Congress. It is one of the natural 
reactions that comes between two Presi­ 
dential elections, four years apart, and has 
been so frequent that it creates no dis­ 
turbance on one side and no elation on the 
other. 
“ What I deplore," ssld he, *'is a popular 
vote in Pennsylvania that shall encourage 
New Jersey in her Democratic lead, the 
dissenting branches of the party in New 
York to close up and make their strength 
felt; that shall cripple Ohio in her effort 
to throw off Democratic power in the ex­ 
ecutive and gerrymandering in the district; 
throw back Delaware in her Republican 
progress; make Maryland a hopeless, instead 
of a hopeful State, and that shall take 
from us ttie power to establish a Republi­ 
can standard in West Virginia. Every one 
of those considerations confront you in the 
vote that a Republican casts in Pennsyl­ 
vania on Tuesday next. 
“The administration of President Harri­ 
son, so far as that one man controls it, has 
been a modest, conscientious, efficient ad­ 
ministration. The country has been 
peaceful, industrious and prosperous, and 
has gone forward in a great career, such 
as a republican government 
should 
always exhibit. 
I ask you, in casting 
your ballot, to remember that you can sus­ 
tain tne administration of an able, consci­ 
entious and independent President, or you 
can set the seal of doubt upon it. You 
can do much to perpetuate the Republican 
administration, or you can do much to de­ 
stroy it. 
“Í have come here, not with the purpose 
of eulogizing the administration, but to 
bear my testimony and give you warning 
that as Pennsylvania votes next Tuesday 
the nation votes two years hence." 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker spoke 
briefly, saying he felt assured of a Repub­ 
lican victory next week. 
Mr. Blaine then went to the Union 
League Club, where he held a reception.

Men 
and women darted hither and thither on 
the steamship, and jumped down on onr 
decks, but our ship was as sorely wounded 
as their own. As Captain Alien heard the 
panic-stricken people dropping on our 
deck, he shouted to me, 'Walker, keep 
them back. Let's save our own crew first. 
To the boats, men, to the boats” He him­ 
self cut away the fastenings of the long 
boat andjamped in. The first mate and 
three of oar crew followed. 
“Meantime I was fighting a gang of 
Spaniards who were bent on getting to our 
boats. Suddenly I looked around and saw 
Allen shove off with four companions. The 
boat would easily have carried eighteen. I 
jumped into the rigging and shouted: 
Captain, you are not going to desert your 
second mate, are you? Come back.’ He 
shouted something in reply. I saw him 
waving his hand in farewell, and knew the 
coward had made off, leaving the rest of 
his crew to perish.” 
Walker then told in a dramatic way of 
the straggle for life of the remaining ten 
men of the Hargraves crew and the crowd 
of Spaniards from the Viscaya. Walker 
threw a gang-plank overboard and followed 
it. A large number of persons clung to it, 
and it was capsized again and again, each 
time losing some freightage of human life. 
Finally the number was reduced to five. 
They lost strength gradually, and one by 
one let go and sank into the depths, leav­ 
ing Walker alone. Again and again he waS 
washed overboard, but struggled back. He 
was fast losing his mind and consciousness 
when he saw the Barnegat Light and tried 
to paddle toward it, bat drifted out to sea. 
Many vessels passed, but too far away to 
see his signals. At 4 a . m . he fell in with 
a Spaniard, who had a raft of spars, and 
joined hint. Soon after they were picked 
up by the tug. 
ANOTHER VERSION. 
N ew Y ork, November 1st.—First Mate 
I’errin, of the schooner Hargraves, arrived 
at Philadelphia this evening and told his 
story. He says the blame of the collision 
rests entirely with the steamer people, as 
the schooner’s lights were burning and she 
had the right of way. When the steamer 
was close aboard, instead of putting her 
helm to port she put it hard a starboard, 
and before the schooner could be cleared 
the crash came. Perrin’s story differs 
from that of Mate Walker. 
Regarding the actions of tbe Captain, he 
says seven of the Hargraves crew, includ­ 
ing the Captain and himself and four of 
the Spaniards got into the schooner's loDg 
boat, and three of the crew and three of the 
Spaniards in the small boat. The drifted 
until early next morning, when they were 
picked u d by the schooner Davis and were 
afterwards transferred to a tug. Perrin 
adds that when Captain Z. Allen saw the 
Spaniard paying no attention to the schoon­ 
er’s flare signals he blew tbe steam 
whistle, when the Spaniard seemed for the 
first time to see them, and then came the 
fatal error in her steering. 
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Republicans Confident of Congressional 
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TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 
Two Children H urled From a Bridge by 
a Crazy W oman. 
B uffalo, November 1st.—One of the 
most terrible murders ever known in the 
history of Erie county was committed at 
Akron, twenty-four miles east of this city, 
last night. A young woman named Sarah 
McMullen, aged 19, residing with Mrs. 
Patrick Brown, enticed Delia Brown, aged 
6, and Nellie May Connors, aged 10, on to 
the Akron Cement W orks'Narrow Gauge 
Railroad bridge, which has a hight of 
sixty-five feet, over Murder creek. All of 
a sudden she pushed Delia Brown over the 
side of the bridge, then grabbed Nellie Con­ 
nors and hurled her into the precipice be­ 
low. Nellie was instantly killed. Little 
Delia Brown had her arms and legs broken, 
and although terribly bruised, it is thought 
she will recover. Last night the citizens 
searched for the missing girls, and found 
them at 2 o'clock this morning. For 
several hours Delia laid on the stones at 
tbe side of the creek, uuable to move. It 
is believed Sarah McMullen was crazy, as 
she subsequently threw herself into" the 
stream, from which she was rescued by a 
man passing at the time. She is in cus­ 
tody, but refuses to talk.

They can also re­ 
apportion the Congressional districts, and 
Abbott will be snre of a good contingent to 
vote for him for United States Senator two 
years from next Januaiv. Word has gone 
forth that the candidates for Congressmen 
are to be traded right and ieft lor Senators 
and Assemblymen, but particularly for 
Senators.”

SAD EXPERIENCE OF EXPL0BERS. 


Gladstone Eulogized for His Free 
Trade Ideas—Bismarck in 
a New Role. 


The Doings of Several ex-Oflicials of the 
Land Office to be Investigated. 
W ashington, November 1st.—A special 
Land Office agent will be sent to Tucson, 
A riz, to take charge of the case there 
against the former Receiver, Smith, charged 
with malfeasance in office. 
This agent 
will probably visit Humboldt, Cal., before 
he returns, to take steps in the case of ex­ 
Register Hutchins and ex-Special Agent 
BergaD, who, before being deposed from 
office, by collusion defrauded the United 
States Government of from $30,000 to 
$35,000. 
Tbe special agent sent out to investigate 
this affair reports as follows: “Hutchins 
employed a stenographer to reduce the testi­ 
mony of witnesses in land eases to writing 
in long band, for which services the Gov­ 
ernment paid 224 ceDts per hundred words. 
This stenographer fell out, and the former 
now says tnat Hutchins compelled him to 
pay back 11$ cents on every hundred words. 
Since there was a great amount of this 
work done, the amount gained by Hutch­ 
ins through this collusion was considera­ 
ble. It is further alleged that Hutchins re­ 
turned vouchers for fictitious witness fees. 
Bergan, a special agent, was sent out to in 
vestigate, but h« fell by the wayside, and 
shared in Hutchins’ profi s. Both of them 
will likely be criminally prosecuted.” 


TA RIFF IN RUSSIA. 
English 
Traiiftaetion of the Im perial 
Ukase R ecently Issued. 
W ashington, November 1st.—The State 
Department has jnst received from the 
United States Legation at St. Petersburg an 
English translation of the imperial nkase 
issued August 28:h, raising the customs 
tariff 20 per cent, on some and 40 per cent, 
on other articles of commerce. Concerning 
this ukase, Wurlz, Secretary of the Lega­ 
tion, says: "This law was not unexpected, 
as it was known some analogous measure 
was in contemplation awaiting the general 
revision ol the tariff of the Empire. It is 
limited to July 1, 1891, before which date it 
is expected the work of revision will be ac­ 
complished. The provisional measure is 
called for by the increase in value of the 
paper ruble, which diminished the proteo 
lion afforded by the present tariff. Even a 
greater increase of tariff might be justified, 
for the ruble has risen within the last few 
months to 50 per cent, over the quotations 
of three years ago. At the present indica­ 
tions it will rise to par before the end of 
the year. The new tariff is prohibitory for 
a number of articles, and many of them 
Russia cannot produce. Russia cannot yet 
produce all its necessaries, and to practic- 
tically exclude them by an increased tariff 
is questionable policy in a country so large­ 
ly dependent upon its imports.”

GERMAN AFFAIRS. 
The Am erican and French Tariff the Sub­ 
ject of Discussion. 
(Copy right 1890, by New York Associated Press.) 
B erlin . November 1st.—The report of 
the Commisson on the tariff question has 
not been published, but is known to dis­ 
favor both an extensive revision of the 
Austro German customs matter and a com­ 
bined action in the way of reprisal for the 
American and French tariff. 
The new 
French tariff is a heavier blow than the 
McKinley law against the export trade of 
Austria, for while it does not affect Ger­ 
many, the exportations from Austria to 
France are almost entirely checked 
by the new tariff. The Austrian news­ 
papers are' crying out against it. Pro­ 
tests, chiefly from the agricultural interest, 
are pouring into the Cbancellorieagninst any 
zollverein with Austria and the modifica­ 
tions at present are likely to be very slight. 
The Government does not come near 
Austria’s wishes for joint reprisals for the 
McKinley bill, an official German inquiry 
having shown such action an impossibility. 
Emperor William has ordered the pros 
ecution of Herr Polzwaldt. editor of the 
Polsdamer Zeitung, for publishing remarks 
made by the Emperor in proposing the 
toast to the Duke of Connaught at a dinner 
of the Zietheu Hussars, of which the Duke 
is an honorary Colonel. The Emperor 
called the Duke an able Germau officer, 
worthy to lead the Hussars in the presence 
of an enemy. 
The French papers took 
this up, and asked if tbe future Com­ 
mander-in-Chief of the English army 
ought thus to identify himself with the 
German army. The French Embassador 
to England is reported to day to have 
conveyed to Salisbury an intimation that 
the affair was offensive to the French 
Government. Now the Kaiser denies the 
accnracy of the report of his toast, and 
prosecutes the editor. 
There is a communication in the official 
press signed by the cnief of the Emperor’s 
Civil Cabinet, denying curtiy that the 
Kaiser took any steps whatever to induce 
Bismarck to come to the Moltke fetes. It 
suggests no lessening of Imperial animus. 
Bismarck received au invitation from the 
Oberhaus, to attend as a member of that 
body, but told his friends that while he 
would respond to an invitation from tbe 
Tvaiser, he would not mingle with the 
Imperial circle unless he was made wel 
come. 
An article in the Hamburger NacKristen, 
clearly from Bismarck, refers to the ex­ 
ultant howling of his enemies, and declares 
that the calumnies will be regarded with 
contempt by all right-feeling people. 
The Austrian official papers ignore the 
visit of the Austrian Empress to Rome. 
She remained there two days under the 
name of Mrs. Norris. She had a long au­ 
dience with the Pope and spent the rest of 
her time sight-seeing. 
Professor Leyden, who is in the confi­ 
dence of Dr. Koch, considers the latter’s 
discovery of a consumption care of the 
highest value to humanity. Die Nation 
says it is a chemical substance, which is 
injected into the body, and even checks 
cases of advanced tuberculosis. 


GLADSTONE EULOGIZED. 
The “ Tim es” Refers to Him as tbe Friend 
of Am erica. 
New York, November 1st.—A Tribune 
London special says : Gladstone's McKin 
ley tariff speech at Dundee has had one re­ 
markable effect. It has reconverted the 
Times into eulogies of Gladstone as a friend 
to America. It is not long since that jour­ 
nal said after the passage of the McKinley 
tariff, talk about the kinship and friendship 
with America was ont of date. Now the 
same authority says: "We are greatly 
mistaken if the American people as a 
whole are not pleasantly impressed by the 
perfect tone and temper of Gladstone's ob 
servations, and by the sincere, ardent and 
even enthusiastic nature of the feelings he 
entertains, and which onr entire nation 
shares with him for the great English­ 
speaking republic across the Atlantic.” 
The French Tariff. 
Paris, November 1st.—Tbe new French 
tariff contains a striking feature heietofore 
unnoticed. This is the clause which gives 
the President and Cabinet full power to re­ 
taliate to as great an extent as they choose 
upon articles exported to France by any 
country which discriminates against French 
products, or in any way erects barriers 
against the French trade. This is obvi­ 
ously modeled to meet the American meat 
inspection bill, and intended as a French 
answer to that measure. The general tone 
of the French press continues hostile to the 
adoption of retaliatory measures against 
the United States. 
Rough Experience of Explorers. 
London, November 1st.—Herbert Ward, 
in a lecture here last night on experiences 
in Africa with Stanley, said that Jameson 
literally died of starvation and privation. 
Both Jaruesou and himsalf had to live on 
moldy biscuits and rice full of maggots, 
while the luxuries were reserved for the 
advance column. Barttelot, added Ward, 
in depriving himself and his associates of 
these luxuries, might have been quixotical. 
Silencing Erroneous Comments. 
Rome, November 1st.—The Italic states 
that the American Consul-General here has 
sent a memorandum to the Chamber of 
Commerce, intended to correct the erroneous 
comments by the European press on the 
effects of the McKinley law. He declares 
tbe new law is favorable to Italian inter­ 
ests, and will lead to a marked increase in 
Italy’s trade with the United States. 
Ex-Em peror Dorn Pedro. 
New York, November 1st.—A Tribune 
Paris special says: The ex-Emperor of 
Brazil will winter at Cannes, in a less ex­ 
pensive hotel than formerly. The ex­ 
Princess Imperial and her husband live in 
a small house at Clogny, a suburb of Ver­ 
sailles. Her father-in-law pays the rent 
and allows her 70.000 francs a year. 
Finances In Portugal. 
London, November 1st.—A dispatch from 
Lisbon to the Herald says: Mendelsohn, 
Berliner, Handelsgesellschaft & Sterns, of 
Frankfort, advanced the Portuguese Gov­ 
ernment £3,000,000 at 64 per cent, interest 
for six months on a guarantee of the mo­ 
nopoly of tobacco and spirits. 
Bism arck W ill Start a Brewery. 
Berlin, November 1st.—Bismarck has 
made arrangements to start a brewery at 
FrieuUichsrube. Several Hamburg capital­ 
ists are interested. Tne financiers will run 
it fifty yeais, paying rent to Bismarck.

Paris, November 1st.—Count Herisson’s 
life of the Prince Imperial, published yes­ 
terday, insinuates that Lieutenant Carey 
was a political agent and was paid to get 
rid of the Prince in Zululand.

RACE FOR LIFE. 
The Steam er M ichigan D iscovered on 
F ire IV hile at Sea. 
A storia (Or ), November 1st. — The 
steamer Michigan arrived this morning 
after a wild race for life, lasting seven 
hoars. When about fifteen miles off Gray's 
Harbor, at 4 a . m . fire was discovered in 
her forehold. All precautions possible 
were immediately taken. 
The hatches 
were battened down and every air hole 
that could be found was stopped up. and 
with every pound of steam that could be 
carried and every stitch of canvas thrown 
to the breeze she flew down the coast. In 
response to her distress signal when she 
crossed the bar the observer at Fort Canby 
telegraphed to this city and the tug 
Walowa started to her assistance, but for­ 
tunately she succeeded in getting safely in. 
She is now lying partly on mud at the 
Union Pacific dock, with one of the Astoria 
tire engines alongside of the dock, and soon 
after high water an effort will be made to 
scuttle her. 
An attempt has been made to definitely 
locate the fire, and it will be allowed to 
smolder until she can be scuttled. The 
fire is supposed to have originated in a lot 
of lime in the forehold. 


NEW R1ILROAD. 
Surveys Retng Made From Dum barton 
Point to Los Angeles. 
San F rancisco, November 1st.—Surveys 
are being made for a new railroad from 
Dumbarton Point to L03 Angeles, to be 
built and operated by the recently incorpo­ 
rated San Jose and Southern Company. E. 
P. Webster of San Jose, one of the heaviest 
stockholders in the compauy, said to-day 
that surveying for the proposed line would 
require from torty to sixty days. He was 
not willing to say just what tbe route 
would be, as such knowledge might have 
some effect on the price of land desirable 
for the right of way. When the work of 
surveying is concluded the company will 
lay a proposition before the people of 
Santa Clara and adjoining counties intend­ 
ed to meet with general approval and 
arouse tne residents to the necessity of a 
line such as proposed. 


FROM THE ORIENT. 
Discovery ot a Plot to Murder the King 
and Royal Fam ily of Corea. 
San F rancisco, November 1st—Advices 
from Yokohama, per steamship Oceanic, 
which arrived to-night, state that a tel­ 
egram from Osaka, dated October 14tb, 
says that two Chinese men-of-war, bound 
from Ausan to Japan, bad foundered in a 
gale on October 9:b, sixty miles from the 
latter place. 
Of the 500 persons lost on the Turkish 
man-of-war Ertougroul, the bodies of 250 
have been washed ashore. 
Since the outbreak of cholera in the Em­ 
pire there have been 38,425 cases and 25,­ 
911 deaths. The epidemic has almost sub­ 
sided. 
Advices from Hongkong state that a plot 
to murder the King and royal family of 
Corea is reported to have been discovered, 
a brother of the King being implicated. 
H om icide at the Bay. 
San F rancisco, November 1st.—John M. 
Bowen, a young waiter who worked in the 
Excelsior restaurant at 1779 Mission street, 
was fatally stabbed early this morning by 
another waiter named Frederick Charles 
Beck, who works in the New Eastern 
Hotel at Fourteenth and Mission streets. 
Bowen died in a short time and h¡9 slayer 
surrendered to the police, and is now rest­ 
ing under a charge of murder at the City 
Prison. His victim’s body is at the 
mergue. 
An ugly temper, aggravated by drink, 
brought about the crime. There was little 
or no provocation for it. 
Heavy Fogs. 
P ort T ownsend (Wash.), November 1st. 
— The steamer Walla Walia, which had 
not been heard from since Wednesday 
night, when she left Nanaimo for Seattle, 
arrived here last evening.
